LONDON (ft—The royal airliner 


carrying Queen Elizabeth II and 
Prince Philip to North America 
roared over mid-Atlantic in clear 
blue skies today bucking slight 
headwinds but still on time in the 
race to reach Ottawa before dusk. 


The four-engined Douglas UC7C 


radioed that the weather was 
"fine and fair" 1,244 miles out 
from London, with 2,117 miles still 
to go. The plane is due in Ottawa 
at 4:30 p. m. EST. 


The royal couple, who made an 


early getaway while most Britons 
still were in bed, were reported 
able to relax in the last hours of 
the flight before beginning their 
strenuous 10-day tour of Canada 
and the United Slates.

The Royal Canadian Air Force

000 feet for the last half of the 
flight.
